“ I was recently ,” say s a fighting parso n at the fro nt, ‘‘in a city in France 


which had befo re the war, a po pulatio n o f 55,000 peo ple. 
When I wai 


there, there were no t mo re than 500 peo ple in that city — 54,500 were ho me­ 


less refugees, if they weren’t killed. 
I walked abo ut that city fo r a mo nth, 


searching fo r a ho use that wasn’t damaged, a windo w that wasn’t bro ken, 


and I never fo und o ne. The who le o f that city will have to be rebuilt. 
A 


glo rio us Cathedral, a magnificent pile o f municipal buildings, all in ruins; 


the Grande Place, a meeting place fo r the cro wned heads o f Euro pe, go ne! 


‘Tho u hast made o f a city a heap’— a heap o f rubbish.” 


W hat is the meaning o f this destructio n by fire and explo sio n persis­ 


tently carried o n by the German armies in their retreat In No rthern France? 


One co uld co nceive that it were the general hatefulness and brutality 


o f the Germans, if the Germans were no t no w, apparently ago nizingly anx- 
i 
io us fo r peace. 
But this diabo lical destructio n up to the very last minute 


wo uld seem as tho ugh the brutish destro y er had go ne mad, against his o wn 


interests. 


On the co ntrary , it la the co ntinuatio n o f a well-planned campaign fo r 


helping the business and the trade o f Germany after the war. 


It is a co ld-blo o ded, deliberate pro gram to destro y no w, befo re the 


war i? o ver, the co mpetito rs which the German wo uld have in trade after 


the war. 


In 19 13, the industrial activities o f No rthern France and o f Belgium 


were in a co nditio n o f great pro sperity . 


W itho ut pro vo catio n, hut under a sy stematic pre-determined pro gram, 


which was planned y ears ago , the German has fo r fo ur y ears been ruthless­ 


ly destro y ing that who le co untry . 


First o f all, in the winter o f 19 14-15, he remo ved all the machinery 


fro m the great manufacturing centers o f Lille, Ro ubaix and To urco ing, and 


transpo rted it back to Germany . 


He has co ntinued this sy stematic spo liatio n o f France and Belgium ev­ 


er since. 


Mr. Frank H. Simmo nds, in ft co py righted article In the “Tribune,” 


explains all this and say s that the German no w is go ing o ne step further 


and destro y ing the buildings, the place in which the industries were co n­ 


ducted. 
He say s: 


‘‘The regio n thro ugh which the German is no w retreating is o ne o f the 


great industrial districts o f Euro pe. 
Lille, To urco ing and Ro ubaix, practic 


ally co nstituting a single city o f o ver 400,000 inhabitants, are the great in­ 


dustrial to wns o f France. 
Cambrai, Do uai, and a sco re o f smaller places 


no w in the war news, are similarly busy centers o f French m anufacture. 


Lens, who se co mplete ruin has been repo rted, is the chief co al mining 


to wn o f France. Scattered abo ut it are the small villages which, with Lens, 


supply almo st all o f the co al essential to French industry . 
Between these 


vario us cities and to wns run many canals, useful in the transpo rtatio n o f 


material. 


“No w the facto ries, the mines, the canals, are all being sy stematically 


destro y ed, to gether with the cities in the district. 
Every thing o f the small­ 


est value which co uld be mo ved has been mo ved back to Germany ; what 


co uld no t be mo ved is being ruined o r destro y ed by fire and dy namite. 


“ It is the German’s calculatio n th at when he has co mpleted this wo rk 


o f sy stematic and deliberate destructio n, industrial France and industrial 


Belgium will be wiped o ff the map and th a t it will be a m atter o f y ears be­ 


fo re either can be resto red. 
In these y ears German manufacturers will pro ­ 


fit by the absence o f French and Belgian co mpetitio n, and in this way the 


burden o f the war will be transferred fro m German to French and Belgian 


backs. 


“ It is essential that this who le pro gram, and it IS a pro gram, sho uld be 


fully appreciated by the American peo ple. 
When he has co mpleted his task 


o f devastatio n, the German expects to make peace. 
He expects to be able 


to explain th at such ruin as has co me to France and Belgium is the natural, 


if regrettable co nsequence o f war. 
He will weep o ver this ruin, as kaiser 


wept fo r Lo uvain, fo r Rheims and fo r much else, but he means to keep up 


his campaign o f arso n to the very last mo ment. 


“ Mo re than all this, the very best incentive to the German industry in 


destructio n at the present ho ur is the ever-insistent declaratio n in many 


quarters that there must be no reprisal at the end o f the w ar; no punishment 


which will hurt German feelings and therefo re lessen the chance fo r an en­ 


during league o f natio ns to functio n. 
Fro m the very o utset o f the struggle 


the German has capitalized the humanity and the civilized instincts o f his 


fo es. 
He is making full use o f these sentiments no w. 


“The simple truth is that the German thinks he can lay waste No rthern 


Fra nce and Belgium and get away with it unscathed— even rewarded in his 


o wn po cket— because he relies upo n the idealism o f his fo es, and particular- 


o f President Wilso n, to pro tect him fro m all the co nsequences o f his 


crimes and enable him to m ake his calculated pro fit o ut o f the eliminatio n 
ot the Industrial co mpetitio n o f the natio ns which he has attacked. 


place in No rthern France and in Belgium. 
Cities and to wns are no t being 


destro y ed as a iesult o f buttle. 
They are being sy stematically reduced to 


ashes in acco rdance with a leng-prepared plan. 
German retreat is being 


timed to co incide with the finishing to uches o f the to rchbearer and the mine­ 


lay er. 


“ And we are o nly at the beginning o f the disclo sure; we are just en­ 


tering Belgium, and in the next few weeks the sto ry o f German crime and 


o ppressio n in Belgium will stagger hum anity . 
Fo ur y ears o f slavery , de­ 


spo liatio n, m urder and wo rse than m urder, are to be unfo lded when o ur 


liberated armies reach Brussels, Antwerp and Liege. 


“The German believes he can make peace befo re these facts are suffi­ 


ciently kno wn to give decisive character to the terms o f that peace he no w 


seeks. 
He believes that while French cities aro in ashes and French fac­ 


to ries in ruins, he can in his o wn facto ries, freed fro m all French o r Bel­ 


gian co mpetitio n, do minate wo rld industry , as he tried to do minate wo rld 


po litics. 
He believes that, having reduced the merchant m arine o f the 


wo rld by his unrestricted subm arine warfare, he can co in mo ney fo r his 


o wn shipping, which will take the place o f the lo st enemy bo ats.” 


These are the peo ple— this is the natio n— with who m we are asked to 


sit aro und a peace table and talk things o ver. 
W ith blo o dy hands beneath 


the table, they are to put in their ly ing pleas fo r leniency facing the repre­ 


sentatives o f the peo ples they have bitterly wro nged fo r fo ur y ears.

Painting and longevity seem some­ 
how connected. 
James Rant died late­ 
ly at ninety-fly*; Sidney Cooper, the 
cattle painter, exhibited flve canvases 
at the same age and died at ninety- 
nine; Thomas MaEqu oid lived to be 
ninety-two, nnd John Massey Wright 
worked u p to the day of his death 
at ninety-three. 
Bu t, of cou rse, the 
most famou s long-lived painter the 
world has known was Titian.

1477, lie lived ju st a year short of a 
centu ry. 
His canvases are as fresh 
today as when they came from his 
bru sh, althou gh they are mostly be­ 
tween fou r hu ndred and five hu ndred 
years old.

has not taken the necessary steps to 
prevent the fu rther spread of that 
greatest of ail preventable diseases— 
tu bercu losis. 
Hu ndreds of ou r Illinois men who 
offered their lives for their cou ntry 
lmve been stopped on the road to Sbr- 
liu and sent hack home becau se they 
have tu bercu losis. 
Some of them are 
to be fou nd In every cou nty in the 
state. 
What do their home commu ni­ 
ties propose to do abou t it? 
Will they 
send them to a sanatoriu m where they 
will have every chance for recovery, or 
will they refu se to extend them a help­ 
ing hand? 
The present epidemic of Influ enza 
and pneu monia is certain to resu lt in 
hu ndreds of new and hitherto u u su s- 
pectod cases of tu bercu losis.

Some Points of Interest in Connection 
With the Sanatorium Law 


The most that can be levied is three-tenths of a cent on the 
dollar of tax able property . 
In none of the Illinois counties which 
carried this measure two y ears ago has the tax ex ceeded two-tenths 
of a cent. 
Tho intent of the law is that the tuberculosis sanatorium shall 
be used by all people of the county who may have tuberculosis, iij, 
ex actly the same manner that the public schools arc us£ d by all the 
people of the community who desire an education. 
No tax will be assessed under this law until the county itself, 
through its properly constituted authorities, have carefully studied 
the situation in order to determine how much money will be needed. 
No tax under this law— if the measure carries this y ear— can 
be collected before the spring of 19 20. 


The Attorney General has ruled that in counties where the sana­ 
torium measure carries, but where it is thoug ht advisable not to 
actually build a sanatorium, a smaller tax may be levied for 
tbc purpose of $>tablisfaing free tuberculosis clinics and dispensaries, 
and to establish county wide nursing service and to carry on an 
educational campaign for the purpose of inform ing tiie people con­ 
cerning tuberculosis.

Almost all popu lar cradle songs are 
very old, some of them so old that, 
were they not famltinr, they might be 
considered the veriest cu riosities of lit­ 
eratu re.

From mou th to mou th they 
have come down throu gh the years 
with an Irrepressible swing of rhythm 
and patter and Jingle of words till they 
seem to have been rather a natu ral 
growth than a hu man invention. 
In 
nil the melodies there Is a certain like­ 
ness of rhythm with a national, I 
might say a temperamental, difference 
of movement and of meter from the 
slow assu red major of the German to 
the wild, plaintive minor of the Scotch, 
characterized by the short, accented 
notes or the weirdness of the Hu n­ 
garian with Its su dden changes, says 
a writer in Kansas City Jou rnal. 


Marconi’s Perseverance. 
Signor Marconi’s every early at­ 
tempt to discover the secret of wire­ 
less telegraphy was discou raged or 
thwarted. His brain had been fired by 
a chance remark that manhood wou ld

to pay for his experiments!

Sheep From the Spanish Armada. 
The Herdwicks are perhaps the most 
Interesting of British sheep. 
Their j 
origin is wrapped In mystery, and, 
like many other mysteries, they are 
su pposed to hove been u pon one of the 
vessels belonging to the Spanish ar­ 
mada wrecked on the north coast. 
Some au thorities, however, consider 
that they arc of Scandinavian origin, 
as the special cou rting u sed for the 
sheep Is said to be derived from Scan­ 
dinavian words. 
It varies slightly fn 
different districts, bu t the nu merals 
are dying ou t, being only u sed by the 
older farmers. They are fron one u p to 
twenty—yan, rnen, tedderte, mederfe, 
pimp, haata, slata, lowra, dowra. dick, 
ynn-a-dlck, taen-a-dick, tedd» r-n-dick, 
tnedder-a-diek, 
nlmph, 
yan-a-nlmph, 
tnen-a-nimph, tedder-a-nimpb, medder- 
a-nlmph, giggot. 


Primitive Ingenu ity. 
The 
natives 
of 
Torres 
Straits, 
Qu eensland, 
make 
nu merou s 
orna­ 
ments ou t of tortoise and pearl shells. 
Hair oombs, earrings, finger rings, 
chinos and brooches made of tortoise 
shell nnd inlaid with mother-of-pearl 
are given on artistic finish. 
And in 
most cases the only tool u sed is an old 
knife or a piece of broken glass. 
In 
many of the homes of the white resi­ 
dents 
of 
Thu rsday 
island, 
North 
Qu eensland, serviette rings are made of 
tortoise shell, ornamented with choice 
pieces of pearl, or silver, or gold fill­ 
ings. The tortoise shell, when heated, 
becomes 
very pliable and can 
be 
twisted to any shape requ ired; and it 
is when the shell Is In a heated state 
that the pearl or metal pieces are in­ 
laid in the shape of letters, or stars, 
moon, the Sou thern cross, etc. 


Odd 8ty!es In Ornament*. 
A very old kind of ornament com­ 
monly worn by the Zu lu s in Sou th 
Africa Is made of the cocoons of a 
large species of moth. 
These, when 
dried, make a rattllu g sou nd If shak­ 
en, the shriveled pu pae of the insects 
being still inside. 
The cocoons are 
baked to kill the contained Insects and 
then are stru ng a bu nch of them to­ 
gether, to form anklets. 
A Zu lu can 
he seen drawing a ’rickshaw. 
He 
wears a pair of these anklets, which 
are not only attractive to the eye, bu t, 
by their rattling agreeable to the ear 
of the negro. 
They fu rnish a cheer­ 
fu l accompaniment to hfs movements 
as he ru ns along the road. It will be 
noticed that he wears a pair of cow’s 
horns on his head. 
They have no 
significance except as a becoming head­ 
gear. 


Take Shower Bath at Slant. 
That the obliqu e shower, at an angle 
of 45 degrees, Is far preferable to the 
vertical overhead Shower Is u rged by 
Dr. Simon Baru ch in the Jou rnal of 
the 
American 
Medical 
Association. 
The vertical shower is well enou gh for 
simple cleansing, bu t an equ ally if not 
more Important featu re of the shower 
is the refreshment » and lnvigorntlon 
produ ced by the forcible impact of the 
water on the skin nerves nnd mu scu ­ 
lar stru ctu res. 
The pressu re of the 
water Is lost on the hairy scalp, from 
which It trickles over the body, while 
the obliqu e shower strikes the chest, 
back and sides and stimu lates the 
body generally. 


Early Bagdad Literatu re. 
It may come as a shook, bu t the fact 
remains that before Omar Khayyam < 
Bagdad had a literatu re. 
More than 
that, the thirteenth centu ry in Bagdad 
witnessed live writing qf a “Dictionary 
of National Biography,” which was de­ 
voted solely to the au thors of Bagdad 
and their works. 
The man who de­ 
lights to accu mu late odd bits of knowl­ 
edge may know of this remarkable 
work, hu t the general pu blic never 
wou ld have beard of it if it had not 
been for E. V. Lu cas, the English writ­ 
er, whose “A Boswell of Baghdad” has 
been pu blished In this cou ntry by the 
George II. Doran Company.

one, balls of yarn are requ ired, bu t the 
regu lar nu mber of needles Ms u sed, 
stitches being taken with each thread 
alternately. 
The ou ter sock Is made 
wrong side ou t, while the inner one is 
knit in the regu lar way. 
Expert knit­ 
ters differ as to whether this method 
is as fast as the old way, bu t It Is 
agreed that it requ ire* very close at­ 
tention If mistakes are to be avoided. 


Cancer Death Rates. 
The highest cancer death rates are 
fou nd among the Indu strial popu lation 
nnd the lowest among the well-to-do. 
This Is the conclu sion drawn from a 
stu dy of more than 30,000 cancer 
deaths In the experience tables of a 
leading life Insu rance company.

ja r of the honey of llvmettu s, spicy 
with the thyme that clothes its slopes. 


Timed by Cow’s Heart Beats. 
According to tests made by the 
Canadian 
government, 
milking 
ma­ 
chines 
to operate properly 
shou ld 
take Into accou nt the heart beats of 
the cow. 
Examinations have shown 
that there is a relatively small amou nt 
of milk in a cow’s u dder at any one 
time. 
Many times that amou nt can 
he obtained in a milking, becau se na­ 
tu re secretes the milk from the glands 
to which blood is su pplied as fast 
as the u dder is emptied.

tigators making the tests referred to 
maintain 
that 
a 
milking 
machine 
shou ld 
create a 
vacu u m 
abou t 42 
times a minu te, tallying with the heart 
beats of the cow.

The Red 
Cross is indispensible in m ore wavs 
than most of ou r friends at home 
realize. 
Caring for the sick and 
wou nded is only one of the ve r y^ m - 
portant things they do in helping 
to win the war.

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THE DESTROYED INDUSTRIES OF FRANCE.

“ I was recently ,” say s a fighting p arson 
at the front, “ in a city In France 


which had before the war, a p op u lation of 5 5 ,000 p eop le. 
When I was 


there, there were not more than 5 00 p eop le in that city — 5 4 ,5 00 were home­ 


less refugees, if they weren’t k illed. 
I walk ed abou t that city for a month, 


searching for a house that wasn’t damaged, a window that wasn’t brok en, 


and I nev er found one. The whole of that city will hav e to be rebu ilt. 
A 


glorious Cathedral, a magnificent pile of mu nicip al bu ildings, all in ru ins; 


the Grande Place, a meeting place for the crowned heads of Eu rop e, gone! 


‘Thou hast made of a city a heap'— a heap of ru bbish.” 


What is the meaning of this destruction by fire and ex p losion p ersis­ 


tently carried on by the German armies in their rotreat in Northern France? 


One could conceiv e that it were the general hatofu lnesa and bru tality 


of the Germans, if the Germans were not now, ap p arently agonizingly anx ­ 


ious for peace. 
But this diabolical destruction up to the v ery last minu te 


would seem as though the brutish destroy er had gone mad, against his 
own 


interests. 
I 


On the contrary , it is the continuation of a woll-planncd campaign for 


helping the business and the trade of Germany after the war. 


It is a cold-blooded, deliberate program to destroy now, before the 


war is ov er, the competitors uhich the German would hav e lu trade after 


the war. 


In 19 13, the industrial activ ities of Northern France au d of Belgiu m 


were in a condition of great prosperity . 


Without prov ocation, but u nder a sy stematic p re determined p rogram, 


which was planned y ears ago, the German has for fou r y ears been ru thless­ 


ly destroy ing that whole country . 


First of all, in the winter of 19 14-15, he remov ed all th* machinery 


from the great manufacturing centers of Lille, Rou baix and Tou rcohig, and 


transported it back to Gerjnany . 


He has continued this sy stematic spoliation of France and Belgium ev ­ 


er since. 


Mr. Frank H. Simmonds, in & copy righted article in the “ Tribu ne,” 


ex plains all this and say s that the German now is going one step fu rther 


and destioy lng the buildings, the place in which the indu stries were con­ 


ducted. 
He say s: 


“ The region through which the German is now retreating is one of the 


great industrial districts of Europe. 
Lille, Tou rcoing and Rou baix , p ractic­ 


ally constituting a single city of ov er 400,000 inhabitants, arc the great in­ 


dustrial towns of Franco. 
Cambral, Douai, and a score of smaller places 


now in the war news, are similarly busy centers of French manufacture. 


Lens, whose complete ruin has been reported, is the chief coal mining 


town of France. Scattered about it aro the small v illages which, with Lens, 


supply almost all of the coal essential to French industry . 
Between these 


v arious cities and towns run many canals, useful in the transportation of 


material. 


“ Now the factories, the mines, the canals, are all being sy stematically 


destroy ed, together with the cities in the district. 
Ev ery thing of the small­ 


est v alue which could be mov ed has been mov ed back to Germany ; what 


could not he mov ed is being ruined or destroy ed by fire and dy namite. 


“ It is the German’s calculation that wrhen he has comp leted this work 


of sy stematic and deliberate destruction, industrial France and indu strial 


Belgium will he wiped off the map and that It will be a m atter of y ears be­ 


fore either can be restored. In these y ears German manu factu rers will p ro­ 


fit by the absence of French and Belgian comp etition, and in this way the 


burden of the war will be transferred from German to French and Belgian 


backs. 


“ It is essential that this whole program, and it IS a p rogram, shou ld be 


fully appreciated by the American people. When he has comp leted his task 


of dev astation, the German ex pects to make p eace. 
He ex p ects to be able 


to ex plain that such ruin as has como to France au d Belgiu m is the natu ral, 


if regrettable consequence of war. 
He will weep ov er this ru in, as k aiser 


wept for Louv ain, for Rheims and for mu ch else, bu t he means to k eep u p 


his campaign of arson to tho v ery last moment. 


“ More than all this, the v ery best incentiv e to the German indu stry in 


destruction at tho present hour is the ev er-insistent declaration in many 


quarters that there must be no reprisal at the end of the war; no p u nishment 


which will hurt German feelings and therefore lessen the chance for an en­ 


during league of nations to function. 
From tho v ery ou tset of the stru ggle 


the German has capitalized the hu manity and the civ ilized instincts of his 


foes. 
He is making full u se of these sentiments now. 


"The simple truth is that tho German think s he can lay waste Northern 


France and Belgium and get away with it unscathed— ev en rewarded in liis 


own pocket— because he relies upon the Idealism of his foes, and particular­ 


ly of President Wilson, to protect him from' all the consequences of his 


crimes and enable him to make his calculated profit out of the elimination 


of the industrial competition of the nations which he has attacked. 


“ There is not the smallest element of accident in what is now taking 


p lace in Northern France and in Belgiu m. 
Cities and towns are not being 


destroy ed as a resu lt of battle. 
They are being sy stematically redu ced to 


ashes in accordance with a long-p rep ared p lan. 
Germai* retreat is being 


timed to coincide with the finishing tou ches of 
tho torchhearer and the mine­ 


lay er. 


“ And we are only at the beginning of the disclosu re; we are ju st en­ 


tering Belgiu m, and in the nex t few week s the story of German crime and 


op p ression in Belgiu m will stagger hu manity . 
Fou r y ears of slav ery , de­ 


sp oliation, mu rder and worse than m u rder, are to be u nfolded when ou r 


liberated armies reach Bru ssels, Antwerp and Liege. 


“The German believ es ho can mak e p eace before these facts are su ffi­ 


ciently k nown to giv e decisiv e character to the term : of that p eace he now 


seek s. 
Ho believ es tha t while French cities aro in ashes and French fac- 
m 
forics in ru ins, ho can in his own factories, 
freed from all French or Bel­ 


gian comp etition, dominate world indu stry , as 
he tried to dominate world 


p olitics. 
He believ es that, hav ing redu ced tho merchant marine of the 


world by his u nrestricted su bmarine warfare, he can coin money for his 


own ship p ing, which will tak e the p lace of 
I he, lost enemy boats.” 


These aro the p eop le— this is the nation— with whom we are ask ed to 


sit arou nd a p eace table and talk things ov er. 
W ith bloody hands beneath 


the table, they are to p u t in their ly ing p leas for leniency facing the rep re­ 


sentativ es of the p eop les they hav e bitterly wronged for fou r y ears. 


Thou sands u p on thou sands of blind, mu tilated, tortu red sou ls and 


bodies— men, women, children— mu st go on su ffering u ntil death sets them 


free, while Germany , a nation of selfish 
murderers, u ntou ched by the sor­

These birds, It ls said, never 
by chance get caught by floods and if 
y ou see a swan’s nest say a foot above 
the river level y ou may be sure that 
during the next few week s there will 
not be rain enough to raise the river 
above that height. The common robin 
k nows a great deal about forthcoming 
weather, which he will tell any one 
who tak es the trouble to consult him.

to realize that all the varied hues of 
flowers and fruits are due to these 
three substances » mixed in different

It has been said that lives are at 
stak e ou the result of the election on 
the tuberculosis sanatorium measure 
in more tlmn thirty Illinois counties. 
T hat Is exactly true. 
It has been demonstrated bey ond the 
shadow of a doubt that lives ure saved 
through careful treatm ent in a well- 
regulated tuberculosis sanatorium. It 
bus been 
demonstrated 
bey ond the 
shadow of u doubt that scores—pos­ 
sibly hundreds—of men, women and 
children are dy ing in the average Illi­ 
nois county because they have tuber­ 
culosis, or os it is commonly called, 
consumption. 
They are dy ing because there is no 
place for them to turn with hopp of re­ 
newed health. 
They are dy ing because 
they have acquired a disease for which 
their community ls responsible. 
Their 
community is responsible because it 
has not tak en the necessary steps to 
prevent the further sp read of that 
greatest of all preventable diseases— 
tuberculosis. 
Hundreds of our Illinois men who 
offered their lives for their country 
have been stopped on the road to Ber­ 
lin and sent hack home because they 
have tuberculosis. 
Some of them are 
to be found in every county in the 
state. 
W hat do their home communi­ 
ties propose to do about it? 
Will they 
send them to n sanatorium where they 
will have every chance for recovery , or 
will they refuse to extend them a help­ 
ing band? 
The p resent epidemic of influenza 
and pneumonia is certain to result in 
hundreds of new and hitherto unsus­ 
pected cases of tuberculosis. 
Many of 
these new’ cases wiy develop In this 
county . 
What d oe/ this county pro­ 
pose to doabout It? 
The way Is open for them through 
the tuberculosis sanatorium law which 
is to be submitted to the Voters at the 
election on November 5. 
A vote for 
the levy of a small tax to carry oift the 
provisions of this law' is without ques­ 
tion u vote to save the lives of many 
men, women and children in this coun­ 
ty .

In no ne o f the Illino is co unties which 
carried this measure two y ears ago has the tux ex ceed ed two -tenths 
o f a cent.

rJ he intent o f the law is that the tuberculo sis sanato rium shall 
be used by all peo ple o f the co unty who may hav e tuberculo sis, in 
ex actly the same manner that the public scho o ls are u8 cd by all the 
peo ple o f the co mmunity who desire an educatio n. 
Xo tax will be assessed under this law until 4 he co unty itself, 
thro ugh its pro perly co nstituted autho rities, hav e carefully studied 
the situatio n in o rder to determine ho w much mo ney will be needed. 
No tax under this law— if the measure carries tliis y ear—can 
be co llected befo re the spring o f 1920. 
The Atto rney General has ruled that in co unties where the sana­ 
to rium measure carries, but where it hs tho ught adv isable no t to 
actually build a sanato rium, a smaller tax may 
be lev ied fo r 
tiib purpo se o f establishing free tuberculo sis clinics and dispensaries, 
and to establish co unty wide nursing serv ice and to * carry o n an 
educatio nal campaign fo r the purpo se o f info rming the peo ple co r- 
cerning tuberculo sis.
